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The Beginnings: 


| read somewhere that birth is a traumatic experience: leaving the safety of a warm, 
snug abode where one is protected, fed, and cared for with no concerns for today or 
for the morrow. | don’t know. For some strange reason, | can’t remember a thing about 
it. In fact, the first three years of life are completely wiped from my personal memory. 


1 do know that Dr. Eley wrote on the Mississippi 
State Board of Health Certificate of Birth that he 
had attended the birth of a child “who was born 
alive at 7 PM” on “Jan 7, 1931.” Thank goodness, 
the child was born alive. Do you realize the 
consequences if the opposite had been true? 


He also stated the 

following vital 
: * statistics: the event 
a 42 : occurred in 
Pascagoula, Miss. in 
the county of 
Jackson; the full 
name of the child 
was “Robert Cecil 
Stokes 322.” | don’t know what the “322” is but it 
must be part of my name. It is right there: “Robert 
Cecil Stokes 322.” 


Oh, yes, the child was legitimate. The father was 
Howell Lee Stokes, a laundryman, who was 32 at 
his last birthday. The mother’s “maiden” name 
was Ollie Virginia Stokes. 1 had always thought 
that the “maiden” name was the family name a 
woman had before she was married; i.e., the 


family name she was given at birth which in this 
case would have been Ollie Virginia Self. Well, 
this is the person whom | learned to call “Mama.” 
] started to say that it was the person who took 
care of me for a number of years, but that could 
have been Hattie rather than Mama. The birth 
certificate said, nevertheless, that Ollie Virginia 
Stokes was the mother, 34, W (I’m sure that 
means White), and a housewife. 


The black record sheet with white lettering sent by 
the Mississippi Board of Health continues to relate 
such important data that there were three children. 
born to the mother and this was the third one still 
living at the time of this birth. 


Since you are hanging breathlessly on every word 
of this drama, | will note here that yes, there were 
three children in the 

“» family: Marice 

, Virginia who was 
born on July 25, 
1918; Merle Lea 
(that’s LEA, All 
fa: girls were LEA and 

ann shen boys LEE), who was 
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born on July 25, 1926. 


The girls were born exactly eight years apart. The 
long length of time between the first and second 
child in our family evidently is a genetic factor. My 
first child was born in 1957 and the second was in 
1966. My first grandchild was born in 1983 and the 
second in 1992. 


Where was | born? It seems that 1 was one of the 
fortunate ones who was destined to be born in a 
hospital, not the big new Singing River Hospital 
northeast of town, but the one in the 1930s that was 
halfway between Moss Point and Pascagoula. 


My Parents 


—.} Aren’t there a lot of things 
we wish we had asked our 
@ parents before their 


deaths? Mother was born in 
Converse, Sabine Parish, 
Louisiana, in 1894, Daddy 
was born in Scott County, 
Mississippi, in 1896. They 
were married in Shreveport, 
Caddo Parish, Louisiana, on 
26 September 1916. I know 
mother was there training to 
be a nurse. But what was 
daddy doing there? How did they meet? 


I am sure that anyone reading this narrative 
remembers what highways were like in 1916. Every 
state, county, and town did what it wanted and most 
highways were no more than wagon trails. It was not 
unusual to come to a state line and find that there was 
no road on the other side of the marker. Remember, the 
Federal Highway System was not even authorized until 
1926, ten years after Howell and Ollie were married. A 
trip of two or three hundred miles was an adventure 
which required not only the driver but the navigator as 
well. The person who inherited the seat beside the 
driver kept his/her nose in the Automobile Blue Book 
and eye on the odometer. “3.2 miles past the large 


Sycamore tree that hangs over the road and stands in 
front of an old barn that had at one time been painted 
red, take the road that leads off to the right.” 


Unfortunately, there also was a trail at 3.1 miles 
and again at 3.6 miles. If a person missed the 
correct turn he may not realize it for hours and 
miles later. Missing a turn was a catastrophe. Turn 
around; but there were no directions to get back to 
the turnoff. “How far back must I go?” “Where is 
thatd Sycamore tree?” 
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National maps were things of the future; however, 
some oil companies and local businesses provided 
maps of the area. AAA (yep, it was in business as 
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early as 1901) 
recommended 
the Automobile 
Blue Book as 
the official 
guide for 
cross-country 
motorists. In 
{spite of its 
flaws, it was a

If you ever go to Hodges Gardens in Florein, Sabine 
Parish, Louisiana, ask to go to the Self Cemetery. The 
attendant will ask if you know how to get there. If you do 
he she wil! eve vou a key to one of the back gates. If you 
do not. a guard will be called to take you to the back gate 
with instructions of how to reach the cemetery. At one 
time. a hundred and filly years ago, one of our ancestors 
owned the arca and established the cemetery which is now 
way back in the woods. Both of my Self grandparents are 
buried here. 


Robert Lanstord Self was 
born in the Toro Community 
which is now Florem, Sabine 
Parish, He was a farmer first.

However get together, they did, were married in 
1916 and were in Pascagoula, Mississippi, by 1918 
when Marice was born. 


black and white tintype, it is possible to see the red. hair 
(b. 1885 d. 1963). In my grandfather’s arms is Aunt Eula 
(b. 1889 d. 1976). Walter who was born in 1891, Ollie (my 
mother), Don, and William Samuel were all born after the 
picture was made. 


1 do not know how long a person studied to become a 
doctor in the early 1900s; I do know that Anson Jones, the 
last president of the Republic of Texas was an intern for 
six months before he hung up his shingle as Dr. Anson 
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Jones in the Mexican province of Texas in the 1830s. 
Nevertheless, my grandfather graduated from the 
Memphis Hospital Medical College in 1906 soon after his 
47th birthday. 


Until his death in 1914, he traveled the woods of Sabine 
Parish as a country doctor. «A house call “For Medical 
Services rendered wife & daughter” was $3.00. 
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After my grandfather’s death in 1914, my maternal 
grandmother Lelia Aramintha Tatum Self lived with her 
daughter and son-in-law. She passed away in Pascagoula, 
Jackson County, Mississippi, in 1932, thirteen months 
after | was born. Upon her death she was taken back to 
Sabine Parish to be buried beside her husband in the Self 
Cemetery. 


This picture of 
Grandmother Self, Marice 
my older sister, and Merle 
Lea my younger sister, | 
believe to have been taken 
in front of the Stokes’ two- 
slory home on what seems 
to me now to be at the 
cornet of Lafayette and 
Desoto in Pascagoula. 
When the 1930 US 
Population Schedules were 
taken on April 13, this was 
listed as 406 Lafayette. 


I was too young to have known Grandmother Self, and 
Grandfather Self passed away seventeen years before | 
was born; however, Grandfather Stokes and Granny 
Stokes were another matter, 
Personally, | have several strong 
recollections of them which will come 
in the details of growing up in 
Pascagoula tn the 30s. 


Mr. Stokes (1 do not know why [ always 
think of him as “Mr. Stokes” rather than 
“Grandfather’’) was bom Edgar Holbert 
Stokes in Scott County, Mississippi, in 1872. 
Granny Stokes was bom Emily Eran Weems 
just across the valley from High Hill 
Cemetery where 
both are buried. It is 
easy to understand 
how these two met; they were bor and 
lived a mere three or four hour walk from 
one another. They married there in High 
Hill, Scott County, in (892. 


[ have to mention this about Granny 
Stokes’ 

feelings 

about High 

Hill. The 
cemetery there is located at High Hill 
Methodist Church which is on one of 
the highest hills of Scott County. She 
said that upon her death, *] want to 
go back to High Hill. T don’t want to 
be buried in this marshland of 
Pascagoula.” 
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In 1918. Mr. Stokes was in’ the 
Merchant Marine and my cousin 
Fmily told me she thought he had 
made one trip out of Mobile at that 
time. By the late 1920s, he and my 
father were operating Seuthern 
Laundry and Dry Cleaning on 
Frederic Strect in Pascagoula. 


Atsome point. | have to mention “the 
Weems Chin.” A cousin sent me the 
following photograph of a family she 
suspected to be Weems. Look at the 
women: the Weems Chin!

Growing Up in Pascagoula in_ the 


1930, 
The Times 


This year, 2009, | became seventy- 
eight; that’s a lot of years and when | 
realized that my older child is fifty- 
one, | really started thinking about 
my life and how little time is left for 
me on this earth. Historians and news 
media have recorded the twentieth 
century probably more completely 
than any other time of which we 
know; however, this is my story, my 
lite, and my times as | remember 
them. It is a story | want to tell to my 
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children, my grandchildren and my 
later descendants if they come to be. | 
want to include not only the words 
but the pictures | have of my life and 
my family during the 1930s. 


Well, where do | start? Do | begin 
with what ] remember which was an 
incident when | was three years old or 
do | start with things that happened 
before my memories began? If you 
gentle reader have read this far, you 
know that the decision was made 
even before the question was asked. I 
have already begun long before my 
own feeble memories. 


1931 was not a good year for many 
people in the United States. It was the 
middle of one of the worst economic 
depressions that has ever hit our 
country. People were out of work; 
hobos and tramps rode the rails and 
knocked on doors for a handout or for 
work. I said “hobos and tramps” 
because they were not the same. 
“Tramps” were parasites preying on 
others for handouts and, if a handout 
was not offered, stealing whatever 
was available. A “hobo” on the other 
hand was a person who enjoyed the 
freedom of traveling from place to 
place but always working for a living. 
A hobo gave an honest day’s labor 
but refused to be tied down to one 
place. 1 guess I will add more about 


people who worked during the 
depression years and those who did 
not as I progress through these 
disjointed memories. 


1931, however, was not a bad year for 
our family. We were what could be 
considered the lower upper-class. My 
father, Howell Lee Stokes, owned a 
laundry in Pascagoula, Mississippi,

which had been opened several years 
before by my father and grandfather. 
Full ownership of the laundry was 
transferred to my father by 1931 and 
at least by that year Grandfather 
Stokes at the age of 51 had retired 
from the laundry. He and Granny 
Stokes lived on their savings and the 
income from rental property. They 
owned the two-story house there on 
the corner of Lafayette and Desoto as 
well as the two-story to the west of it 
and the single story house next to 
that. Also, they still owned the three 
houses close to Pascagoula Street on 
Lafayette where the Stokeses lived 
when they first came to Pascagoula. 


By the mid 1930s, Daddy had pickup 
stations in Moss Point and Ocean 
Springs and another laundry plant in 
Biloxi behind the Biloxi Hotel. In the 
Pascagoula plant, there were more than 
sixty employees. By the time of his 
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Howell Lee Stokes in Frogt of 
the New Southern Laundry and 
Dry Cleaning Plant on Frederic 

Street in Pascagoula, MS 


death in 1941, he had six panel trucks 
making home pickups and deliveries. 
Baylous, daddy’s youngest brother who 
later owned a funeral home on the 
Moss Point highway and then Stokes 


Cleaners on Ingalls Street, worked for 


him in the 1930s. 


Interlude 


There was an event which occurred in 
1931 that had absolutely nothing to do 
with my family but is related to a story 
I love to relate as told by Dr. Isaac 


Isimov in his book, Zhe Rest of the 


Robots. 


Imagine, if you will, a young man who 
in the eyes of the literary world even 
of his day is considered one of the 
greatest living men of literature. But 
more importantly, as far as he was 
concerned, he held the same high 
opinion. Then consider how frustrating 
to the “great” man it would be for the 
“little woman,” his wife, who as the 
result of a suggestion and challenge, 
writes a novel which not only 
immediately becomes a best seller but 
which is known by almost every 
literate person in the world a hundred 
and fifty years later. 


Such an event did occur in the early 
half of the nineteenth century. Percy 
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Bysshe Shelley, one of the great 
Romantic poets of that era, fell in love 
and eloped with a young woman who 
also was a writer but, of course not of 
the caliber of the “great” Shelley. 
Their discovery of one another and the 
awakening of “true love” would have 
made a beautiful story if it had not 
been that Shelly was married at the 
time. The scandal caused such an 
uproar in English society that the 
young couple were forced to leave 
England. 


It was in the spring of the year when in 
the Tyrolean Alps of Italy the couple 
along with another great poet of the 
period George Gordon, Lord Byron, 
were discussing after dinner the many 
advances and discoveries which had 
been made in science, especially in the 
fields of medicine, physics, and 
biology. 


The first half of the nineteenth century 
brought the discoveries in the field of 
electricity of Galvani and Volta, the 
theories of John Dalton and the 
advances in the study of anatomy by 
Dujardin, Schleiden and Swann and 
botany by Brown and others. It was in 
a discussion of such matters that the 
three were challenged to write a novel 
within the next year extolling the 
advances in the physical sciences. All 
agreed to accept the challenge but only 
one, the young eighteen year old wife 


of Shelley. followed through with the 
writing of what has come to be the 
best known novel of all time. 


Today, every high school student reads 
and quickly forgets Shelley’s Ode to 
the West Wind, To a Skylark, and 
Ozymandias. Some people may even 
recall hearing the name of his work 
Prometheus Unbound. But Mary 
Wollstonecraft Shelley’s tale of the 
doctor whose creation in the end 
destroys him is recognized by 
everyone for she wrote the classic 
horror story of Frankenstein s Monster 


In 1931, the year of my birth, the first 
motion picture of Frankenstein was 
produced by Castle Films and starred 
Boris Karloff in the role of the 
monster. You, gentle reader, may want 
to turn the page to sec selected scenes 
gleaned from the movie. 


My First Clear Memory 


It was 1934, summer; there was a 
white trailer with a door in the left 
side parked in front of the house at 
what was then 220 Columbus Drive. 
Inside the trailer were Singer 
sewing machines, electric sewing 


machines. No longer did the sewer 
have to pump a pedal under the 
machine. She could plug it into the 
light socket overhead, turn it on and 
sew to her heart’s content. There 
were three people in the trailer: X. 
L. Walker. the salesman, who later 
became sheriff of Jackson County; 
Amy, his wife whose name | did not 
really learn until she gave me a 
painting in 1961; and TEENSIE!

Mr. Walker brought a machine in 
the house for a demonstration and 
placed it against the wall in the 
master bedroom. 


The house on Columbus Drive had 
a porch on the front with the door 
opening into the living room which 
had a fireplace on the inside wall in 
order to heat the living room and 
both bedrooms. To the left of the 
living room behind the fireplace 
was a bedroom with a window 
opening onto the front porch. 
Behind the living room was the 
dining room entered by a large 
doorway. To the left of that was the 
master bedroom with windows 
opening onto a screened porch on 
the back. The bedrooms were 
placed in order to reccive the heat 
from the living room fireplace. 
Behind the dining room was the 
kitchen with a bath on the left. And 
behind the kitchen was the 
washroom with the back door and 
steps to the outside. ! remember that 
the coal pile was to the left of the 
back steps. 


Mother and | (I do not know where 
my sisters were at this time) got in 
the Chevrolet (Plymouth?) and 
picked Daddy up from the laundry. 
On the way home, [ told him that 
we had a new sewing machine. | 
remember my mother saying, “Did 
he leave that in the house?” Yes, he 
left it and Daddy paid for it. How? 
In 1961 when I visited the Walkers 
in their new house on Columbus 
drive across from Mrs. Cobb's 
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house. Mrs. Walker showed me their new washing machine. Daddy did the 
Walker’s cleaning and laundry from 1934 to 1941 free. And then, my uncle 
Harry Wright who bought the laundry when Daddy was killed in an 
automobile accident at the corner of Pascagoula Street and Delmas Avenue 
in front of the Post Office continued to honor the free service until 1961 
when the Walkers bought their first washing machine. 


Teensie 


Teensie became my best friend. From the day the Walkers left that Singer 
sewing machine in our house, we were inseparable until mother, Merle Lea 
and I moved away in 1941. We did everything together. They lived just a 
few houses to the west of ours. By crossing behind Mrs. Cobb’s house and 


across 
two backyards on McKinley Street, we were in their backyard. We played 
cowboys and Indians, “Play like...,” hid in the woods across the street, built 
a hidden “cave™ in the underbrush, and talked about whatever came to mind; 
we were best friends and over the years, I learned a lot from Teensie 
because he knew everything. He knew about girls and sex; he knew about 
school. Teensie knew everything about everything. 


Today, it would be unthinkable for a six year old to walk to school on 
opening day of school but in 1937 Teensie and I walked the one mile from 
home to Beach School which was at the corner of Washington and Buena 
Vista. Our parents thought nothing about it. There was no worry about child 
predators; no worry about someone kidnapping children; no worry about a 
child being hurt. A child on the street in Pascagoula in 1937 was as safe as if 
he were in his bed at home. 


On the way to school we heard the bell ring. It wasn’t one of these electric 
buzzers a person hears in schools today. It was a real bel] about two and a 
half feet tall with a real clapper. It stood on a landing at the top of the stairs 
outside the backdoor of Mrs. Allred’s room. I wanted to run because we 
were going to be late but Teensie knew everything! “No. It’s just the bell 
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for lunch.” Yep. Just as I said: Teensie knew everything. On.the first day 
of school, we were not to be there until after lunch. I wonder what 


happened to that bell. 


Grandfather Stokes

memories of my grandfather. I have 
heard it said that a person can always 
tell when he is old because he 
remembers distinctly events of sixty 
years ago and forgets what happened 
this morning.

The first incident is one that “he was 
there.” Every year there was a family 
reunion at the Stokes’. Granny Stokes 
and Mr. Stokes had eight children: 
Basil (1893-1960), Howell (my 
father, 1896-1941)), Lennie 
(1900-1969), Clemmie (1903-1975), 
Ella (1906-c1999), Willie 
(1908-1910), Baylous (1913-1998), 
and Bonita (1913-1979). What I can 
remember from the things my mother 
said, Grandfather Stokes ruled the 
family and there was no excuse for 
not being at the reunion. | remember 
that mother hated going to these 
reunions. 


Somewhere there are wide panoramic 
pictures of the entire family: parents, 
children, and grandchildren. The 
photographer set up bleachers in front 
of the large oak tree near the street; 
everyone took his place and the 
camera moved across the group. My 
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photos of these reunions were lost 
along with many other family items 
when we stored things after my 
father’s death in 1941. 


As for Grandfather Stokes, he was 
there. 


The second incident occurred back 
behind the two-story house there on 
Lafayette. There was a rail; not a 
bench, but a 2 x 4 board nailed to 
two posts in the ground. I remember 
the big pile of oyster shells and Mr. 
Stokes sitting on the rail cracking 
open oysters with his knife, scraping 
the oyster from the shell and 
swallowing oyster after oyster. 1 
stood watching him one time when 
he offered me one. I remember 
shaking my head and running. I have 
never to this day eaten a raw oyster. 


The third incident occurred on the 
22nd of January 1936. It was in the 
front bedroom on the second floor. I 
was five years old. 


Do you, favored reader, remember 
reading in the Bible how Isaac and 
Jacob before their death called their 
sons in for a blessing? That is what 
happened on that day in 1936. 
Every male child was led to 
Grandfather Stokes’ bedside for a 
blessing. I remember my mother 
taking me to the door, opening it 
and sending me in alone. There by 
the bed on the day that my 
grandfather died, he placed his hand 
on my head and blessed me. | do 
not remember what he said but this 
is my most vivid memory of my 
grandfather. 


Fred, Piggy, Teensie, 
and Me at Beach 
School 


In the fall of 1938, Pascagoula 
opened its new high school and at 
midterm consolidated the three 
elementary schools--Beach School, 
Lake School, and Central 
Elementary School into the old high 
school building on Pascagoula 
Street. | was at Beach School for 
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one and a half years and that is 
where I met two more friends. 


Let me pause for a moment and 
describe Beach School since I have 
no picture. 


It was a three room school, Primary 
and first grade was in the classroom 
on the southwest corner of the 
building; the second and _ third 
grades taught by Miss Zoe Belle 
Cox was across the back of the 
building with the fourth and fifth 
grades taught by Mrs. Allred in the 
room on the southeast side across 
the hall from the first grade room. 
Each room had a pot-bellied stove 
in the middle with a medal pan 
under it to protect the floor. Outside 
in the back of Mrs. Allred*s room 
was a landing at the top of the steps 
where the school bell hung. 
Remember in those days when it 
rained on the Mississippi coast, the 
ground was like a marsh where even 
a child could sink up to his ankles 
in the mud and sand. therefore, 
there was a wooden walk leading 
both to the left and right from the 
front of the building around to the 
the back where there was a “six- 
holer.” From the middle of the back 
of the schoo! building was a fence 
that reached not only to, but 
through, the outhouse: the boys on 
the east side and the girls on the 
west. That was Beach School. 


That is where | met Fred. He 
became not only my friend but my 
protector. He was the largest boy in 
the first, second, or third grades. No 
one fooled with me because Fred 
was my friend. | still hear from Fred 
every month through a newsletter. 
He married a Scot lass and now 
lives in Biggers, Scotland, was a 
captain of a North Sea supply ship, 
now retired, and a poet, writer, and 
humorist. 


Have you ever had something 
bother you for fifty years or more? I 
did. This was the 30s. Roosevelt 
was president. There was the CCCs 
and the WPA, the Writer’s Project, 
the Historical records project, and 


all kinds of government programs to 
pul people to work. Fred’s father 
worked for the WPA and they lived 
in a one-room house(?) east of 
Buena Vista Street. One day Fred 
and | were walking on St. Peter 
Street which ran between the two 
section s of the cemetery. | thought 
| was smart and told a joke. “You 
know what WPA stands for? We 
Poke Along!” Fred quickly told me 
that his father worked and that he 
told the other men to work. I was 
embarrassed, a nine year old, 
embarrassed. 


Sixty years later Fred, my cousin 
Emily and her husband Earl, Pat 
and | had tunch in Gautier. After 
lunch I pulled Fred aside and 
apologized for that joke, It had 
bothered me all those years. Fred 
didn’t even remember it! 


Then there was Piggy. His real 
name was Vernon but one day a big 
fifth grade boy picked him up, 
threw him across his shoulders and 
ran around the playground yelling, 
“Pig, for sale!” From then on he 
was Piggy. One day, Miss Zoe Belle 
Cox, our second grade teacher 
extolled the virtue of Piggy. She 
pointed out that only Piggy in the 
entire classes of second and third 
grade in the room had picked up the 
piece of coal that had fallen out of 
the hopper when the fire was started 
that morning. 


Since I mentioned Miss Zoe Belle, | 
just as well say that in her class if 
you did your homework, were quiet 
and studied during the time she 
worked with the other class, you 
were rewarded by being allowed to 
stay after school, clean the 
blackboard, and dust the erasers. 
Today that would be “cruel and 
unusual punishment.” 


| have over 700 books in my library 
and | have read every one of them 
but I have never folded the corner of 
a page down to mark my place 
because Miss Cox caught me in a lie. 
She was teaching us that book were 
our friends and we should treat them 
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as such. Never open a new book to 
the middle before “breaking it in” by 
carefully working from the front and 
back so that the spine isn’t broken. 
Never fold the corner down to mark 
your place. At that point I held up 
my hand and told her that | never did 
that. | loved my books. A boy in the 
third grade to whom I had lent a 10¢ 
Big Book came over and showed 
Miss Zoe Belle the book. I had 
folded the corner down to mark my 
place. 


When Teensie and [ were in the first 
grade, we “told on him.” I don’t 
know who “he” was. I don’t even 
know “her” name but we told on him 
for kissing the most beautiful girl in 
the first grade when they were at the 
book eabinet. I think Tensie and I 
were jealous because he did it and 
although we wanted to, we were not 
brave enough. [ don’t know her 
name but | do have a picture of her. 
She is the one with the long blond 
hair, the prettiest girl in the first 
grade. 


My Daddy 


T guess it is time to talk about my 
father. He was really not a strict 
disciplinarian. Later I will talk 
about the only whipping I ever had. 
But Daddy did have some rules and 
no one broke them. One was “no 
liquor.” And that included beer. One 
time the family--Daddy, Mother, 
Marice, Merle Lea, and the three or 
four year old me--headed out to sea 
at four AM for deep sea fishing. 
Within two hours we were back at 
the dock. Daddy found out that the 
captain had given Marice a beer. 
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Rule number two: no smoking in 
the house. Even Senator Bilbo had 
to put away his cigars. 


The third rule concerned the 
reference to Blacks. In our 
household, to call someone “Black” 
would have been in the same 
category as the “N” word. The only 
acceptable reference to Blacks in 
our vocabulary in the 30s was 
“Colored.” 


As far as I can remember, that 
fishing trip was the only time one of 
these rules was broken. Later, after 
Marice married, she smoked, but 
never in our house. 


I have already mentioned that we 
were not poor. Daddy owned a 
laundry and with it several trucks. I 
remember his pulling up in front of 
the Chevrolet dealership there near 
the railroad tracks on Pascagoula 
Street, going in, and putting down 
$850.00 for a new 
automobile. Now, 
understand, Daddy 
worked; he worked 
Shard, Saturdays, 

Sundays, seven days 
a week. And it was hard work. I did 
not realize how hard until I opened 
a cleaning and laundry store in 
1987, 


But I remember Daddy coming 
home after dark with a loaf of fresh 
baked bread. He had stopped at the 
bakery on Delmas Street on the way 
home. He sat down at the kitchen 
table with a quart of milk and that 
loaf of bread. 


Our living room had two things in it 
besides the fireplace: a table and a 
1934 Philco radio. You know, it was 
one of those table 
model, rounded-top sets 
with the electric cord 
coming out the back 
which plugged into the 
light socket in the 
middle of the ceiling where the light 
hung down. Daddy would pull a 
chair up out of the dining room, sit 
in front of that Philco and listen to 


the news from WWL, New Orleans. 
He would sit and stare at the radio 
as if he were seeing a picture. 


I said that Daddy worked on Sunday 
and he did; however, Sunday 
afternoons were saved for the 
family, usually a drive in the 
country. | remember three of them. 
One because it brought on the only 
whipping I ever received. Another 
because we were stuck in the sand 
with a forest fire across the gully 
and Christmas trees with 
chinquapins. 


If anyone ever wanted to know what 
I looked like when I was Daddy’s 
age, just look at a picture of him. 
however, that is not what I looked 
like then. 


Merle Lea and Me 
(7933) 


I was a little older than this when I 
received my whipping. It was after 
one of those Sunday afternoon 
country outings. We had driven up 
past Eschatawpa and coming back 
through Moss Point, Mother saw a 
movie advertised she thought she 
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wanted to see. J didn’t want to go to 
see it and I threw a tantrum, crying, 
yelling and kicking. We did not go 
to the show but when we got home, 
Daddy went out on the west side of 
the house and cut a branch from the 
weeping willow tree. i hated that 
willow tree ever after. 


Daddy had several panel trucks for 
delivery and pick-up. Sometimes 
the battery would be down or the 
starter would not work or for some 
other reason the truck would not 
start. I watched Daddy pick up the 


back end of that truck push it on 
level ground fast enough to run 
jump in the truck and drive off. One 
Sunday afternoon we were on our 
usual afternoon drive and as usual 
we were just driving at random. In 
those days there was nothing but 
forest between Gautier and Ocean 
Springs except a gas station at 
Fountainbleau. The CCC boys were 
working on Magnolia State Park 
down at the beach. But we were 
driving out in the woods north of 
Highway 90. We looked across a 
gully and there was a forest fire and 
it wasn’t a little brush fire. It was a 
raging forest fire. Daddy turned the 
car around on this dirt trail we were 
on and we were stuck. I was scared. 
| know Daddy was because as soon 
as he saw that we were stuck, he 
jumped out of the car, ran to the 
back, picked that car up and we 
sped down that dirt road with 
Daddy carrying the back end. 


My happiest 

. memories of 
Christmas 
included a 
Sunday 

: afternoon drive 
to the country to 
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cut a Christmas tree--and picking 
chinquapins. Going home, I would 
kneel on the back seat facing the 
rear window, crack those little nuts 
and enjoy the ride home. I guess the 
chinquapins were what was missing 
when I tried to get my children to 
go out in the woods to select a 
Christmas tree. They hated it. 


Daddy was a Methodist and 
belonged to the church there on 
Pascagoula Street across the street 
from the new high school that 
opened in 1938. He didn’t attend 
much. In fact I don’t ever remember 
his going but I do know that the 
Methodist minister had his laundry 
and cleaning done free, a practice I 
followed when I opened my 
cleaning store in Mabank, Texas. 


My Mother 


Mother did not work outside the 
home until after Daddy’s death. In 
the 30s married women did not take 
a job from a man who had to 
support his family. She had been 
trained as a nurse in Shreveport. 
Louisiana but did not practice until 
after 
Daddy's 
death 
when she 
became a 
dental 
assistant In 
about 
1943. 


She was a 
member of 
the First 
Baptist 
Church in Pascagoula and in the 
late 1930s was Grand Matron of the 
Eastern Star. 


But the one thing that stands out was 
her inclination for travel. She was 
born under a wandering star and it 
was not uncommon to be awaken at 
four o’clock in the morming and being 
packed in the car with the comment, 
“We are going to see Don (it was 
never “Uncle Don.”) in El Paso or 


Uncle Dee in Louisiana, or Aunt Eula 
in Irving, Texas. Even in the 30s, we 
made two or three of these trips a 
year. And trips were not for two or 
three days. When we took one of 
these excursions, it would be for two 
or three months. | remember that 
Daddy would fly out for the weekend. 
Yep, Daddy would fly from New 
Orleans out to FE] Paso on American 
Airlines and in those days it was not 
either a non-stop flight or a direct 
one. From what I can remember, the 
flight went out of New Orleans to 
Memphis, then to Shreveport, then to 
Dallas, then to Fort Worth, and then 
out to El Paso. Just think about flying 
from Dallas to Fort Worth., up and as 
soon as the plane was up, down. But 
Mother loved to travel. 


Did you know that American Airlines 
flights trom Los Angeles to New 
Orleans, that’s the one that went 
through El Paso and Dallas, was a 
sleeper. The inside looked like a 
Pullman coach. My first flight was on 
such a plane [rom E] Paso. 

To be honest, | do not know what 
Mother did with her time. Hattie 
was maid, cook, house cleaner, 
baby-sitter, and all-around helper at 
our house. She worked for us from 
1918 when my sister was born until 
1941 when we moved from 
Pascagoula. 


Moon Mullins 


People used to say that Mississippi was 
the only dry state in the Union that had 
an alcohol tax. I don’t know but I do 
know that we had a saloon. It was at 
the corner of Delmas and Canty 
Streets. Near the back of the saloon on 
the Canty Street side, there was a large 
double door where, I am sure, the 
liquor was delivered, 


Moon Mullins (evidently, he took the 
name from the comic strip) was an 
alcoholic back before alcoholism 
became a sickness. Moon would get 


‘drunk on Saturday night, get thrown on 


the chain gang for ten days, but 
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released on Wednesday morning in 
time for him to do some odd jobs to 
eam enough money to get drunk on 
Saturday 
and have 
the judge 
throw him 
back in jail. 
It seems 
t h at 
everywhere 
we went 
back in 
those days 
there were 
chain gangs working along the side of 
the highways, in fields, or on the 
railroad tracks. Making convicts work 
on public projects or even on private 
farms was common practice, it seems. 
Here is a little note about how 
prisoners were treated back in those 
days. It seems that they were always 
put in jail after the evening meal (We 
called it “supper.”) but released before 
breakfast--two meals saved. 


I met Moon when I was seven years 
old. On a Sunday afternoon, Daddy 
told my mother, “I’m going to get 
Moon to come over and do some work 
around the house.” With that, he 
jumped in the truck and I was right 
beside him, I have to say something 
about the truck at this point. First, it did 
not have a door on the right side. That 
made it easier for the driver to get in 
and out. And there was only one seat. 
That was for the driver. I stood beside 
Daddy and held on to the dashboard. 


We drove out to the jail where the chain 
gang was kept. Segregation was a way 
of life in Mississippi in the 1930s but 
life on a chain gang was definitely 
integrated. Both Blacks and Whites 
were kept in the same cell. 


Daddy pulled into what seemed like a 
farm yard. Over to the right was a metal 
shed--no windows, one door with a 
chain and lock, and about four inches of 
barbed-wire between the metal sides 
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and roof. of course, this was where the 
prisoners stayed at night. To the left 
was a small farm house for the guards. 
Daddy got out of the truck and started 
walking toward the house. 


“Moon, you in there?” 
“Yassuh, Mister Stokes.” 
“Moon, you want out?” 
“Yassuh, Mister Stokes.” 


“Okay. When they let you out 
tomorrow, come over to the house. I’ve 
got some work for you to do.” 


“Yassuh, Mister Stokes. Thank you, 
Mister Stokes.” 


I am sure that back in those days, 
Moon was called “White Trash.” But 
Moon showed up the next morning, 
worked, and stayed with me while 
Mother went somewhere. In other 
words, Moon was trustworthy in the 
eyes of my parents. Moon and I sat on 
the front steps, had sandwiches and 
milk for lunch, and I learned my first 
folk song. 


“Hallelujah, I’m a Bum. 
Hallelujah, Bum again. 
Hallelujah, Give us a hand-out. 
Revive us again.” 


Another Interlude 


In [938 Daddy bought another 
house down on Buena Vista Street. 
It looks like it is where Parsley 
Avenue ends at Buena Vista. 


While Daddy was having the inside 
painted and some repair work done, 
we rented a house on Orange 
Avenue just up the block from the 
laundry. At that time there were no 
houses or buildings between the 
back picket fence of the house and 
the railroad tracks. Perfect for the 
hobos and tramps to stop in for 
something to eat. Mother never 
turned anyone away and Ill bet that 
that back fence was marked for all 
who rode the rails to see. Some 
asked for work; others just for food. 


Regardless of for what they asked, 
they got sandwiches and milk. 


The house on Buena Vista was built 
high off the ground and also had 
high ceilings. In those days what is 
now Parsley was a little dirt alley 
that dead ended about 50 feet east 
of Buena Vista. There at the corner 
across from our house were 
blackberry bushes so thick that a 
person could not see the ground but 
they produced an abundance of big 
blackberries. Our yard as well as 
the entire neighborhood was a grove 
of pecan trees. At lunch, at least one 
of the fifth grade boys would put 
me on the cross bar of a bicycle and 
pedal up to the house a couple of 
blocks away so that we could get 
pecans to bring back to the school. 


My Bath 


My wife does not believe this but 
I got a bath in the tub every 
spring. The bathroom had a 
commode with the water tank 
overhead and a bathtub. Just as on 
Columbus Drive, it was in the 
back of the house off the kitchen. 
In order to take a bath, water had 
to be heated on the coal kitchen 
stove. It was a lot of trouble; 
therefore, we bathed when we had 
to do so, 


I said one bath a year “in the tub.” 
That doesn’t mean that I didn’t get 
washed. All summer long I could 
go down to the beach, swim. That 
was a bath. And when we went to 
Uncle Dee’s in Anacocoa, 
Louisiana, I went with the men 
(men from all the farms around) 
down to where a spring gushed 
out of the side of the hill. It was 
an excellent shower. The custom 
was that the women bathed in the 
morning and the men in the 
evening. 


The Tree in Piggy’s 
Yard 


Piggy ‘ived at the corner of 
Shepherd and Pascagoula Street. | 
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looked at Google Earth as | wrote 
this and found this picture of the 
tree that grew in their front yard. It 
is just the same as it was sixty years 
ago it seems. The large split trunk 
still spreads its limbs over the 
sidewalk and the street. The roots 
still push the paved walk toward the 
street crumbling the concrete. To a 
six year old the tree reached to the 
heavens . Yep, there was a rope, too. 


“Little League,” 
Movies, and Playtime 


For a number of years, I have 
wondered why parents and other 
adults have to provide recreation for 
young people. Not only do they 
provide it, but they direct it, 
supervise it, and set the rules. This 
is something that I call “The Little 
League Theory.” 


Back in Pascagoula in the 1930s 
children provided most of their own 
entertainment. When there was a 
disagreement, we either had to 
settle it or stop playing. We cleaned 
the lot; someone brought a ball and 
we found a stick for a bat. Of 
course, Teensie was always the first 
one chosen and | was the last. ] had 
to be chosen because | was there. If 


there were a question of whether a © 


runner was “out” or “safe,” we 
came to a decision. Today, we have 
adult referees to make these 
decisions for players. They set the 
rules; they monitor the games; 
and they settle disputes. 


| have another memory of Beach 
School in the fall of 1938. We had a 
football ficld back behind the privy 
where we played ball after lunch. 
The school or one of the teachers let 
us use a football. It was a heated 
game and someone was winning. 
Then one of those fifth graders fell 
on the ball. When he got up, the ball 
was flat as a pancake. Everyone, 
boys and girls alike, walked over to 
the back door under the bell and 
told Mrs. Allred what had 
happened. As far as I know, no one 
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had another ball. That was the last 
football game at Beach School. 


Recreation? Football, baseball, 
swimming, “let’s pretend,” and just 
“hanging around.” All we provided 


ourselves--but there was one other 
thing: the Saturday morning 
movie--seven cents; popcorn, five 
cents more. Until about 1939 we 
had only one movie house in 
Pascagoula. Looking at the map of 
the town, it seems that il stood at 
the corner of Watts Avenue and 
Pascagoula Street. For seven cents 
we had a movie, a cartoon, a sing- 
along, a Movietone Newsreel, and a 
serial. 


I do not remember the name of the 
first movie I ever saw but J do 
remember that it starred Gene Autry 
with Roy Rogers playing a bit part 
as a singing cowboy. Later Roy 
became my favorite movie hero and 
that’s why I remember so vividly 
that he played in the first movie I 
ever saw. Those were the days of 
Buck Jones in “White Eagle,” and 
Lon Chaney in “Overland Trail” 
and all the other great cowboys who 
could do everything. They could 
tide; they could shoot; they could 
sing. And they never drank that 
hard stuff or used bad language, or 
kissed the girl. To this day, I 
remember Wild Bill Hickock 
walking up to the bar and asking for 
“the same.” The bartender said, 
“Aw, shucks! | knew it.” And 
reached under the bar, pulled out a 
pitcher and poured a glass of 
buttermilk. Those were the days. 


The serial; that is what kept us 
coming back Saturday after 


Saturday. Pauline in “The Perils of 
Pauline” was trapped aboard a run- 
away train headed for certain death 
as the freight cars plunged over the 
edge of a gorge. What could save 
her at this moment of “peril?” 
“Return next week at this same 
theater for the next episode in this 
thrilling drama.” 


The first serial | 
saw was the final 
episode of 


“Smiling Jack” 
and the first 
episode of “Flash 
Gordon and the 
Mud Men of 
Mars.” I could 
hardly wait for the 
next week to pass. 
I can still see the mud men oozing 
out of the walis of caves on Mars. 


Those were the days of Johnny 
Mack Brown, Randolph Scott, and 
Dick Foran. There was the Lone 
Ranger and Hopalong Cassidy; 
Shirley Temple and Bobby Breen. 


In 1939 there was “Gone with the 
Wind.” Merle Lea, my thirteen year 
old sister, got to go see it. | didn’t. 
Mother said, “No!” 


Also, by this time there were two 
movie houses and the price of a 
movie had gone up to thirteen cents. 
Popcorn was still a nickel. 


The Morgans, the 
Seays, and the Rohrs 


“<The time has come,’ the Walrus 
said, 
"To talk of many things: 
Of shoes -- and ships -- and sealing 
wax -- 
Of cabbages -- and kings -- 

And why the sea is boiling hot -- 

And whether pigs have wings.’” 
| have already mentioned some of 
the families I remember: the 
Walkers, Teensie’s family; Miss Zoe 
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what I wanted to do. I was a “big” 
four year old all on my own. There 
was one of those big wheels that 
had numbers on it that the attendant 
could spin around. Just think, you 
put your money on a number and 
the wheel would go round and 
round. When it stopped on my 
number I got ten times the amount 
I placed on the number. My dime 
was worth one whole dollar. | 
couldn’t lose. That man kept talking 
as if I had already won. | never told 
my father what happened to that 
dime and that is one other event that 
has affected me ever since. Today I 
am glad that I did not win but in 
1935 it was devastating. My wife 
and I stop to eat at casinos in 
Vicksburg when we go through 
there. Those slot machines are 
inviting with people lined up 
dropping quarters one after another 
and pushing that button to make the 
wheel go round and round but I 
remember that dime I lost in 
Pascagoula. 1 wonder how I would 
feel today if ] had won that dollar. 


Jackson Creek 


One mere thing and | am going to 
call a halt to these memories. | am 
sure that no one has read this far. 
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but for me it has been fun 
remembering the 30s in Pascagoula. 


This last event is swimming at 
Jackson Creek. | have not been able 
to find it on the map but | remember 
that it was somewhere east of the 
fair grounds. There was a bend in 
the river with a deep hole where the 
creek formed a U. The water was so 
clear that a person could see the 
dead tree that had sunk to the 
battom. The water was cold and 
clean and on the far side was a 
promontory from which people 
dove into the deepest part of the 
ereck, 


Jackson Creek is one of the places 
I would love to go back to but I 
am sure that it would not be the 
same. “You can’t go home again.” 
I know it. 


I looked at the images that are on 
Google Earth and Pascagoula is 
not the same. Vacant lots are 
where fine two-story houses used 
to stand. Streets have been cut in 
where there were none. Sand 
trails now are four-lane 
boulevards. Buildings have been 
built across streets that I used to 
walk on and some those have been 
abandoned and stand vacant. The 
willow tree is gone and the 


wisteria bush that grew on the 
garage of our house on Columbus 
Drive is no longer there and what 
used to be 220 Columbus Drive is 
now something like 884. A 
building now stands on 
Pascagoula Street on the north 
side of the tracks where under a 
large oak tree we used to buy a 
trunk load of watermelons for 25 
cents. : 


I know that Katrina did a lot of 
this but even without her it would 
not be the same. Do I want to go 
back to the “good ol’ days?” No! 
But I love to look back and think 
how simple life was for a five year 
old. 


How about this? Bennie became a 
marine biologist well respected in 
his field, Kenny became 
superintendent of schools in 
Pascagoula, Fred became a ship 
captain in the North Sea, Teensie 
became president of an electronics 
technology company, and I became 
deputy assistant superintendent of 
data processing for the Dallas 
Independent School District. I 
wonder what happened to 
Piggy and the rest of the gang?
